The p resence of flies is a direct 
ev idence of 
careless 
housekeep ing 
and the existence of filth in some 
form about the p remises. 
Remember that when and where 
absolute cleanliness 
p rev ails 
there 
will be no flies. 
Lov )k daily after the garbage can. 
See that they are carefully sp rinkle 1 
wPh a disinfectant. 
Look carefully after 
the 
cusp i­ 
dors; 
they require constant atten­ 
tion. 
They should always contain a 
disinfectant. 
Flies feast on tuberculosis sp utum, 
and hov er 
around 
cusp idors. 
The 
sp ecks of flies contain liv e tubercle 
bacilli after they hav e eaten tubercu­ 
lous sp utum, showing that the bacilli 
will p ass through the diactiv e, infec­ 
tiv e state. 
Flies carry on their mouths and on 
their legs disease germs, on which 
they hav e recently fed, 
and 
then 
crawl ov er food, infecting it. 
Keep flies from the SICK, esp eci­ 
ally those ill with communicable or 
contageous diseases. 
Don’t forget that flies will carry 
the bacilli of typ hoid fev er 
to 
the 
food in the kitchen and dining room. 
This is no conjecture. The Sp anish- 
American war p rov ed this fact. 
The great secret of how to get rid 
of flies is CLEANLINESS. 
Screen all food. 
Keep recep tacles for garbage care­ 
fully cov ered, and the cans cleaned 
or sp rinkled with oil, lime, or some 
good disinfectant. 
Cov er food after a meal. 
Screen all windows and doors, es­ 
p ecially the kitchen and dining room. 
Don’t forget if you see flies that 
their breeding p lace is nearby. 
It 
may be behind the door, under the 
table, or in the cusp idor. 
If there is no dirt and filth there 
will be no flies. 
If there is a nuisance in the neigh­ 
borhood write at once to the health 
dep artment. 


Big Ro a d Ta x Swindle 


In the United States the p ercent­ 
age of railroads which are not en­ 
gaged in carriage of tlie mails is v ery 
small. 


The authorities of Newton county 
believ e 
they 
hav e 
discov ered 
a 
scheme to swindle the taxp ayers, and 
from the ev idence they hav e at hand 
they think 
the 
swindle is 
being 
worked all ov er Indiana. 
If it is, tlie different township s of 
the State are losers by thousands of 
dollars ev ery year in the collection 
of road tax. 
The steal is made p os­ 
sible under the law 'that p ermits rail­ 
road corp orations to work out their 
road tax instead of p aying it in cash 
or working it out in p erson, as the 
ordinary p rop erty owner has to do. 
All that is necessary is a crooked 
contractor and a dishonest sup erv is­ 
or, and you hav e a combination that 
giv es the p eop le the worst of it, not 
only in dollars and cents, but in p oor­ 
ly constructed roads. 
Such a combination has been un­ 
cov ered in McClellan township , New­ 
ton county, and the sup erv isor has 
told his story to Prosecuting A ttor­ 
ney Longwell, in 
hop es 
that 
the 
p rosecutor will allow him to take an 
immunity bath. 
Mr. Longwell, how­ 
ev er. has made it p lain to the sup er­ 
v isor and his lawyer that as far as 
the p rosecutor’s office is concerned 
there is no bath annex, but if Judge 
Hanley sees fit to susp end sentence, 
the p rosecutor will not p rote.st. 
Under the law railroads are taxed 
a certain amount for keep ing up the 
roads. 
The comp any may p ay this 
in cash or it may work the tax out 
on the country road. 
Of course, the 
railroad corp oration can not take a 
p ick and shov el or a team and work 
out its road tax, so it lets out the 
contract to do {he work, 
The GQU- 
trncfor rep resents the railroad and 
is p aid for his serv ices by the rail­ 


road.

A fter the contractor has p erform ­ 


ed his job a receip t is giv en him by 
the township trustee, who gets it 


from tlie sup erv isor of the district in

hands the receip t in at the treasurer’s 


office and receiv es credit for so much 
tax p aid.

The p rosecutor is 
one of the kind who p rosecutes so 
there is trouble ahead for the sup er­ 
v isor.

$150 to $3,000. 
The town was first named ‘Baltimore’ 
bu t hav ing discov ered there was an­ 
other town in the State called Balti­ 
more we determined on changing it to 
Lau rel City to prev ent any difficu lty 
in sending papers or le tte r throu gh 
the postofiiee. 
We u nderstand that 
some fine bu ildings will be pu t u p 
immediately .”
